appltcation of phosphate fertilizer. 


Kansas Corn Tests. 

One of the most valuable bulletins on 
Indian corn which we bave yet seen Is 
No. 147, Issued by the Kansas Expert- 
ment Station. It contalna the reports 
of four years of actual work In the corn 
experimental station by Professora Ten 
Eyck and Husted, Durng these four 
years 112 varieties of corn were tested. 
The bulletin gives the results of a very. 
careful atudy of these different varie- 
tler with o recommendation of such 
varieties as seem best adapted to 
Kansng conditions, In addition to this 
study of varieties a very complete re- 
port Is made of different methods of 
planting and the best date to plant, a 
study of sofl molsture In connection 
with tho different methods of planting, 
different ways of cultivating, a com- 
parntive style of fertlzers, a study to 
rotation, experiments in shrinkage, etc. 
Altogether {tls an. admirable bulletin, 
It differs from a)l other bulleting on 
this subject which have been Issued, In 
that It contains the reports of actual, 
careful experimental work, rather than 
a theoretical presentation of the sub 
ject.
